LOS ANGELES, CALIF. July 22, 1970 — Joel Robert, Sylvain Geboers and Ole 
Petterson — the phenomenal Suzuki factory motorcross team that currently holds 
down first, second and fifth place in 250cc World Championship competition — along 
with a BSA works team, led by Englishman John Banks, have agreed to ride in a new 
series of AMA National motocross championships later this year, it was learned today. 

Tentatively titled Trans-AMA, the series will begin on October 18, shortly after 
the present Grand National Championship series ends, Eight events are scheduled 
through December 6, with purses ranging upward from $4000. 

According to a spokesman for Suzuki, the series transpired — at least in part— 
as a direct result of high entry fees for the Suzuki team to compete in the Inter-Am 
series, Inter-Am promoter Edison Dye, wanted ''severalthousand dollars'' (unoffici- 
ally reported to be about $15,000) for the three man Suzuki entry. 

The BSA factory is expected to send a number of works machines over for the 
event and will reportedly make them available to BSA American factory riders, Dave 
Aldana, Jim Rice and Ken Pressgrove. Banks — who came within a spoke of winning 
the 500cc World Championship, twice — Jeff Smith, Keith Hickman and Dave Nicholl 
will represent the English factory.

‘Hap’ Alzina Dies 


OAKLAND, CALIF., July 22, 1970 — L.R. “Hap” Alzina, one of the pioneers of the 
American motorcycle industry and sports, passed away July 21. Death came suddenly 
for Alzina, who died in the evening at his Orinda, Calif. home from an apparent 
heart attack, He was 76. 

He retired in 1965 after a successful career of 56 years in the motorcycle 
business, During most of the first half of which he was the Western States Distri- 
butor of Indian. In 1949, forseeing the eventual collapse of the Springfield firm, 
Alzina dropped Indian and signed on with BSA for the West. 

Over the next 15 years he built adealer network that started with three and ended 
with nearly 250 dealers. In 1965 he wold his business to BSA and retired, 

Alzina typified the traditional story of the successful American businessman; the 
one who started at the bottom and worked his way to the top. 

He is survived by his wife, Lillian, his son, Howard, and his daughter, Shirlee

_ Easy Writer

Privately owned, public motorcycle parks (currently called «recreational vehicle 
parks,’’ a euphemism that doesn’t even fool the little old ladies) are opening all over 
the country. Just about everybody, it seems, who owns acreage that’s eating up taxes 
and not producing revenue, wants to start a motorcycle park, And a few cycle buffs 
who see the country swiftly closing are buying up land to ride on before it is too late, 

One enthusiast in Georgia, a road man for an accessory distributor, found a 
promising section for a reasonable price, cashed his wife's inheritance and bought a 
large parcel on e-z budget terms, The land is lightly forested, level to steep with a 
large, gentle valley in the center whichis dominated by a broad, flat knoll, He showed 
me the place last time I was out visiting our Dixie office and I flipped over it. We 
soon hacked out 15 minutes of good, fast bike trails connecting a couple of neat hard 
places, It was all overgrown with barbed vines and fallen trees, but there are hours 
of delightful trails, miles and miles of natural zonk riding in that real estate. No 
wonder that I eagerly accepted the owner’s invitation to help him develop the place, 
We decided to call it ‘‘Motorcycle Country,’’ 

First I needed a motorcycle set up for the woods. The bike I broke trail with was 
a 175cc Yamaha CT-1 borrowed from an Atlanta enduro wizard, It was properly 
prepared for southeastern woods riding with big Barum knobbies, dogchain brush 
deflectors connecting the pedals with the frame, finger guards and a spark arrester, 
Georgia enduro riders simply knock down any trees in the trail smaller around than 
a beer can, Mangled little fingers is the mark of a fast woods rider, 

I bought a clapped-out 120cc Kawasaki from said Enduro whiz for $150, After 
some expensive mending, it makes a pretty good work bike, 

The idea, as we saw it, is to develop the land for motorcycle pleasure without 
disturbing the natural beauty or sacrificing the ecology of the wild, I firmly believe 
that motorcycles can co-exist with ecology as well as or better than horses (they 
don't eat grass) and so Motorcycle Country was planned from the start to be a show- 
case of cyclecology. 

We would not allow bulldozers or cars past the parking lot, Even the car park 
would be screened by trees and clusters of trees would remain in the parking area 
for shade and beauty, It meant a lot of hard, hand labor to haul in materials and 
build the facilities, but we figure the results are worth it, Not a leaf or a root would 
be distrubed unless it was absolutely necessary. 

Examining the mistakes of other similar *'developments," I decided that the 
biggest mistake they all make is buying a bulldozer. They scrape and strip the land, 
making artificial tracks and erosion problems, What they end up with is a scarred, 
barren wasteland that looks too unpleasantly like the cities and suburbs we are try- 
ing to escape from by going into the woods. Motorcycle Country, by contrast, is a 
nature refuge, where birds and fish, instead of poisons, control the insect population 
and Mother Nature is the head gardener (with a little help from her friends), 
Sua week: How To Make A Motorcycle Country.

My dadand 
I walked the course and I found ithad not 
been changed at all from last year when 
I rode on this same course, They were 
working on the track all Saturday, so 
they did not allow any practice.

BEARDSLEY, ARIZ., July 19 — Mud is 
something rarely found in the Arizona 
desert, but for most riders in the inau- 
gural motocross event at this sun-baked 
course, a little mud went a long way. 

Course officials had promised therid- 
ers that the mud trap was just a little 
*something for the spectators’’, By the 
end of the day, even the 360 CZ's were 
getting mired in the axle-deep muck. 

Although much of the one-mile course 
had been oiled, blinding dust was churned 
up after the oiled surface broke through, 

Except for one moto in the 250 Senior 
Class the racing was unspectacular, The 
combination of dust, mud and tempera- 
tures over 110-degrees took the edge 
from most competitors and spectators. 

At the start of the first 250 Senior 
moto, underdog Bob Morgan got the 
jump on the pack with his American 
Eagle 250. Bringing up the rear was 
super-quick Brian Ross on an AJS, 

For three laps, less than 30-feet 
separated the A-E fom the Ajay, Then 
on lap four, Morgan began to fatigue 
giving Ross an opportunity to get by the 
Eagle, but he couldn't do it, The Ajay 
lost its footing into a gully and Ross 
began wondering how to get it unbent 
for the next moto. 

Morgan took the checkered and then 
called it a day because of the poor track 
conditions, Ross got the Ajay back on 
the grid for the next two motos and took 
first place finishes. 

Meanwhile, state TT champion Byron 
Boaz was having his problems in the 
Open Senior Class on a 360 CZ, After 
taking the lead at the start of the first 
moto, he misjudged the depth of the mud 
trap and reenacted the sinking of the 

. Titanic, 

"While Boaz was getting unbogged, Bill 
Nichols on an American Eagle 405 slid 
by. Nichols went on to the checker, but 
in the next moto fell in the mud three 
times, Boaz got the ‘‘walking on mud’’ 
trick down pat for the next moto and 
went on to win the class, 

Beardsley officials have promised to 
improve the track before the next moto, 
August 3, in hopes of having better rac- 
ing and a bigger crowd turn-out.
